THE PATIENT SUFFERER. 


NINE HOURS’ SLEEP OBTAINED BY GEN. 
GRANT SUNDAY. NIGHT—MOST OF MONDAY 
PASSED IN THE HOUSE—PROGRESS OF THE 
DISEASE~—INCIDENTS OF THE DAY. N 
SaRATOGA, N. V., June 29.— [Special.] — The 

weather this morning at Mount MacGregor was 
beautiful and clear, but durimg most of the 
afternoon stormy and raw. Gen. Grant re- 
mained indoors, and the large number of men 
and women who visited the mountain for the 
purpose of catching a glimpse of him were 
disappointed. The day as a whole has been a 
quiet one with the heroic sufferer. The Gen- 
eral slept trom 9 o'clock last night till mid- 
night, when he sent for Dr. Douglas, who 
washed his throat and applied the usu- 
al medical treatment. The patient slept 
till 45 o'clock this morning, when the 
attention of the attending physician 
was again required. The General slept at 
intervals in his chair until the middle of the 
forenoon, when Dr. Douglas was again sum- 
moned to his side. At midday the doctor said 
that the General was resting in a chair in bis 
room and was much refreshed, havmg secured 
nine hours’ sleep. Gen. Grant appears to get 
his best sleep in the forenoon. He was not 
dressed till early this afternoon. The weather 
baving changed suddenly, he passed most of 
the daylight hours by the fireplace in the cot- 
tage reception-room. 

Dr. Douglas says that the glandular swelling 
outside has subsided to the minimum. The 
infiltration shows some disposition to extend 
upward upon the right cheek, and less 
tendency to spread downward and forward 
upon the neck. At noon the General explained 
to Dr. Dougias that his throat caused bim no 
trouble, and he remained quiet in order that 
ease might continue. He thought, should be 
be about, he would feel like interesting himseit 
in writing, which might wear his strength, and 
he would undoubtedly use his voice more or 
less, and so irritate the diseased parts. Despite 
the favorable indications, and even while they 
prevail, it must be understood that the physi- 
olan is not without apprehension, or that he in 
any degree relaxes nis vigilance. 

At 8:30 o'clock tonight the General retired 
for the night. Hoe appeared to suffer little or 
1 pain, but it is evident that he is gradually 
growing weaker. At 9:30 o'clock the General 
was reported to be sleeping and the prospects 
augured well for a good night. 

During the afternoon the General's friends 
became alarmed at the patient’s quietness, 
and, observing this, he wrote these words: 
Do as 1 do. I take it quietly. I give my- 
self not the least concern. If I knew that the 
end was to be tomorrow I would try and get 
rest in the meantime. As long as there's no 
progress there's hope.“ 

He also wrote the following during the af ter- 
noon; 

»I have had a very restful day. I hope, 
however, we will have a pleasant day outside 
tomorrow. I have no pain and am as well as 
yesterday.” 

At 10:30 the patient attempted to gargle bis 
throat with a Saratoga mineral water, and, as 
he explained to the doctor, a drop seemed to 
go the wrong way” and caused considerabie 
coughing—from which, bowever, be was re- 
lieved after a short time. At 11 o’clock the

A CONGRESSMAN DYING. 


THE HON. REUBEN ELLWOOD OF SYCAMORE 
ON HIS DEATH-BED—A SKETCH OF A BUSY 
AND SUCCESSFUL LIFE. 

Sycamore, III., June 29.—([Special.]—The 
Hon. Reuben Ellwood, the foremost citizen of 
De Kalb County and member of Congress from 
the Fifth District of Illinois, lies at the point of 
death at bis residence inSycamore. <A council 
of eminent physicians who came by special 
train from Chicago give no bopes of his reoov- 
ery. His disease is inflammation of the liver, 
and there are some indications of tumorous or 
cancerous growth in the stomach and large in- 


testine. His sickness dates back nearly two 
years, but has become serious only during the 
last month. In event ot his death every citi- 
zen would feel a sense of personal loss, for be 
was not only universally known but widely 
esteemed. 

[Mr. Elwood was born at Minden, Montgomery 
County, N. V., in 1821, the fourth in a family of 
eleven children, who have all become eminent cit- 
izens. He grew up a boy of large size and robust 
physique, active, ambitious, energetic. in the 
year 1836, when only 15 years old, he started 
with his sister and brother-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Sixbury, for the Far West, 
and, atter several months’ journey in the 
traditional “ prairie schooner,’’ landed at what 
is now the thriving City of Sycamore. He spent 
five years inthis county employed in all the varied 
labors incident to life in a new country, and when 
he reached his majority made a claim to a quarter 
section of land on which is now situated a portion 
of Sycamore! Next season, his health 2 be- 
come impaired, be returned to Schenectady, N. V.. 
and feelingthe need of more education entered the 
Cherry Valley Academy, where he spent several 
After leaving school he spent a year 
or two in various business projects, and 
finally concluded to embark in what was then one 
of the prominent industries of the Mohawk Valley 
—the culture of broom-corn. He soon became the 
owner of a $15,000 farm and a lurge broom factory, 
employing at times 130 men. In 1849 he married 
Eleanor Vedder of Schenectady, who still lives to 
comfort his last days. Four out of six children 
are also at his bedside. Mr. Ellwood 
always took a deep interest in political 
affairs. Being an effective public speaker and a 

shrewd and energetic political organiser he was 
constantly pushed torward into places of promi- 
nence. In 1850. at the age of 29. he was a member 
of the New York Legisiature, and in 1856 wasa 
delegate to the first National Republican Conven- 
tion, which nominated John C. Fremont for Presi- 
dent. In 1857, seeing greater prospects for Dusi- 
ness inthe West, he removed with his family

The Treachery of Democracy to Oivil-Serv- 
ice Reform Denounced— Republican 
| Success Predicted, 


“Boston, „Mass., June 29.—[Special.|—Gen. 
Logan is tonight the guest of the Norfolk 
Ciub of this city. The General, Mrs. Logan, 
ana their sons arrived from Portland about 2 
p.m. The railway station was crowded with 
admirers of the Illinois Senator and cheered 
bim lustily when he stepped from the car, 
where he was met by a committee of tuo club 
and taken to the Parker House, As the car- 
riage containing the Senator was leaving the 
station a poorly-dressed individual standing on 
the sidewalk opposit caught Gen. Logan's eye 
and instantly raised his hat. Gen. Logan, 
with characteristic courtesy, recognized 
the grecting by completely uncov- 
ering his head and bowing as 
if to a distinguished assemblage instead of to 
one bumble person. This little act was the sig- 
nal for three more cheers, which echoed in the 
ears of the visitor as he was driven away in the 
direction of the Parker House. The guests 
were given a lunch on arriving at the Parker 
House, and soon retired to their rooms. From 
5 to 6 p. m. a reception was given to Gen. Lo- 
gan in the parlors of the Parker House, where 
about 250 peeminent men were presented to 
the General and his wife, whose presence was 
requested in the reception- room. Among 
those who paid their respects to the visitors 
were Gov. Robinson, Lieut.-Gov. Ames, Sen- 
ator Hoar, Congressmen Long and Ely, 
Speaker of the House and President of the 
State Senate, ex-Gov. Bourne, and Congress- 
man Spooner of Rhode Island, and a large 
number of prominent gentlemen. Soon after 
7 o'clock the company. entered the dining- 
room. The President of the club, the Hon. 
Asa French, one of the Commissioners of Ala- 
bama Claims, presided, with Gen. Logan on his 


right and Gov. Robinson on his left. After ex- 


cellent speeches by the presiding officer and 
Gov. Robinson; Senator Logan was introduced. 
LOGAN’S SPEECH. 

Gen. Logan on rising to respond was re- 
ceived with cheer after cheer, and two or three 
minutes elapsed before he could be heard. The 
General began by making some complimentary 
allusions to Massachusetts. He referred to 
some of the eminent men of the old Bay State: 
he spoke of the remarkable change in public 
centiment on some important questions during 
the last thirty years, and then passed on to a 
consideration of some phases of the present 
political situation. He said: 

“First let me say of civil-service reform 
that it is the child of the Republican party, 
but unfortunately has been put out to nurse 
with a stranger, and if not dead now looks 
‘sick unto death.’ When the law was 
passed tho intention was to put into 
the positions to which the law applied 
such persors as were found to be best 
qualified’ to perform the. duties required, 
and also to retain in position such persons as 


were Well ‘qualified and found to have farth- }. 


fully performed their duties. The law is now 
being construed, however, to the effect that a 
person who voted the Republican ticket at the 
last election committed ‘a crime against 
the peace and dignity.’ of the 
Democratic party—a new offense—beretofore 
unknown to law or politics—to-wit: ‘Offen- 
sive partisanship.” A man may bave rebelled, 
or, being in the North, may have sympathized 
with rebelllon against the Government; he 
may haye sought to negotiate with foreign 
Powers for its overthrow; he «nay have striven 
to ‘ham-string’ it at the most critical mo- 
ment of its desperate struggle for existence; 


he may have attempte@ to destroy its benefi- . 


cent influence; he may have tried to make 
our institutions a by-word and a mockery 
among the nations: he may have terrorized 
voters; he may have suppressed or destroyed 
the ballot or fraudulently perverted its true 
intent and meaning; be may have assisted in 
enacting laws under whose free operation free- 
dom became a delusion and persona) liberty a 
snare; but these do not seem to prove him to 
be an ‘offensive partisan,’ provided always 
that he voted the Democratic ticket. Shall a 
man who nas been true, even at the risk of 
life, limb, health, and fortune to the Union, to 
freedom, to the sanctity of the ballot, and to 
that spirit of progress which is acceptable in 
the sight of God be amenable to the charge of 
‘offensive partisanship’ for exercising his 
right as an American citizen? Is this the 
character of the man who is offensive 
to the Democratic party? Do we not see the 
civil-service principles twisted, warped, and 
most wretchediy deformed, in place of the 
service being, as was promised, reformed? 
I ebject, fur one, to the prostitution of the 
nublic service in the name of reform. I insist 
that there should be candor and fair dealings 
in the matter of making removals from office. 
If our political opponents propose to make re- 
movals from ali the offices I say that, instead 
of-4ru 1 up friv@lous and unjust charges 
against Republican incumbents as a justitica- 
tion for their removal, they will announce that 
they are to be turned out because they are Re- 
publicans, and their successors are to be 
appointed because they are Democrats, Sir, 
tear away the mask of reform and let the face 
of Democracy come forth.“ 

THE FUTURE OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

After reviewing the record of the Republican 
party the Senator continued: 

Mr. Chairman, the Republican party is not 
dead; it lives the life of the vigorous and 
strong. It will be returned to power by the 
people. It is the party of the people. Proteo- 
tion to our home and free labor demands it; 
the restoration of true civil-service reform de- 
mands it; adequate appropriations to aid the 
system of free schools wherever needed de- 
mand it; the promoting of our home indus- 
trial interests in all proper wars demands 
it; ‘the mecessity for the enforcement 
of the right of every voter within 
our National boundaries to cast his 
ballot and have the same fairly counted at all 
National elections, and to give to each man 
that equal and adequate protection before the 
law to which he is entitled, require the re- 
turn of the Republicans to power, both in Con- 
gress and in the Executive branch of the Gor- 
ernment; and in order that the financial system 
establisued by the Republican party may be 
preserved—that the revenues of the country 
may be protected against unwarranted claims 


upon the Treasury.

PLOTS AND PLOTTERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 29.—An infernal 
machine of a rather clumsy pattern was sent 
by mail today to L. Lum Smith, publisher of a 
weekly paper. It was a wooden box about 
five inches square and three inches high. The 
word Private on the lid of the box aroused 
Mr. Smith’s suspicions. He opened 
the box cautiously, and found a 4 
calibre breech-loading derringer inside. 
It was loaded and cocked. A piece of copper 
wire was attached to the trigger and fastened 
to the lid of the box, but in such away that 
the opening of the box could not possibly have 
discharged the pistol. The postal authorities 
are investigating the matter.

Herr Rumpf was conspicuous in the pros- 
ecution at Leipsic ashort time previous of the 
Anarchists Reinsdorf. Rupsch, Kuechler, Holz- 
hauher, Baegman, Soehngen, Rhierbach, and Toell- 
ner, who were engaged in the Niederwald attempt 
to kill Emperor William of Germany. It was de- 
lieved at the time that Anarchists were the pro- 
moters of, if not the principals in, this crime, und 
it was also believed his death was the penalty Herr 
Rumpf paid for his prosecutionof the above- 
named Anarchists. }

tioulars. Since that time untll the receipt of 
the report today nothing additional bad been 
heard of the trouble. The investigation was 
made by George B. Walker, First-Lieu- 
tenant of the Sixth Infantry, and 
his returns are full and complete. 
About June 18 the agent, Dr. A. L. McCook, 
received a letter from Fort Bridger saying that 
some Bannock Indians had passed there with 
about nine stolen horses belonging to 
Shoshones at Washakies. Three or four Ban- 
nocks came among them about this time, and 
suspicion seemed especially to point to two 
Bannocks known as .Chinaman and Monoga. 
These two, whose fears had been aroused lest 
they would be hanged, went that night to the 
tent of Lincoln and Seedhayn, two Indian 
policemen, both Bannocks, and threatened that 
if attempts were made to arrest them somebody 
would be killed. The policemen reported 
the circumstance to the agent and were 
ordered to arrest the defiant men. About 2 
o’elock p. m. the whole police, four Bannocks 
and four Shoshones, Lincoln and Seedhayn in 
advance, went about half a mile from the 
agency to m the arrests. They found 
onoga waiting for them, and 
Lincoln told Chinaman to give up his gun. 
Chinaman thereupon leveled bis rifie’ at Lin- 
coin and fired. The piece had been shotted 
with slugs of hard wood, as Chinaman enter- 
tained a peculiar superstition that the police- 
man was bullet-proof. The missile struck 
Lincoln in the forehead, and, with a 
sharp cry, be plunged forward on his 
face, dead. Before the mer of the posse 
could recover, Chinaman and Nonoga fol- 
lowed up their vantage by delivering a mur- 
derous and rapid fire with their Winc ers.

ing chiefly pistois and shotguns. The Sho- 


shones took no active part in the pursuit, but 
Tyhec, Head Chief of the Bannocks, urged his 
men not to let the murderers get into the hills:

At last some missiles bet- 
ter directed struck oue and then the other, and 
when firing bad ceased for a sufficient length 
of time to warrant the belief that they were 
hors de combat a cautious advance was made, 
and both Chinaman and Nonoga Were found 


dead. Not one of the attacking party bad been 


hit, as each had, after the fashion of Indian 
warfare, sought a breastwork at such points as 
the irregularity of the ground would ad- 
mit. The original excitement has now 
abated. The trouble was not between the Ban- 
nocks and Shoshones, as first reported, but con- 
fined tothe former tribe. 
Indians on this reservation are more peaceful 
and tractabie than ever before in years. They 
have noteven observed this spring their an- 
nual custom of holding a war-dance.. No fur- 
ther trouble is feared on any grounds. 


STILL GREAT APPREHENSIONS OVER THE 
CHEYENNES. 

Wicaita, Kas., June 29.—The dispatches of 
Sunday morning and the assurances of 
the department at Wash.ngton to 
the contrary. notwithstanding, the 


excitement is at fever-heat at Reno 


and Darlington in the Territory and the atti- 


tude of the Cheyennes very threatening. The 
special dispatches of last Saturday were 
read to some pretended friendly Indians 
Sunday, and their grunts of disapproval 
were long and loud. Two more specials were 
received today in which it is asserted that the 
Indians will make a desperate fight it asked 
to surrender their arms, which could only 
have been successfully done under President 
Arthur's order. Previous to the appearance of 
grass this spring Darlington and_ertonrment 
seemed at the mercy of 3,000 oraves 
and one special says the streams are 
rising rapidly between the agency and the 
fort. Few Indians are to be seen around 
the fort, the warriors all gathering at a 
point twelve miles on the North Fork. A 
friendly Arapahoe brings in the news that 
three white men, freighters, were murdered 
near the cantonment by Cheyenne Indians. 
Scouts are riding the trails in all directions 
day ana night. Ali the rivers between the bor- 
der at Caldwell and the agencies are rising. 
Fort Reno is under a double row of sentineis, 
and no Indian is allowed inside. The 
cantonment is sixty miles up the river 
and is perfectly uelpless if an attack is made. 
There are nine companies of troops 
at Reno and one in . Oklahoma, - 
which have been ordered over, but 
before these troops could make a move two. 
com panies would have to be sent to the canton- 
ment and two left at the agency, which would 
leave but six companies for me post 
and the field. The Indians are superbly 
mounted and armed to the teeth with the best 
arms manufactured and have a fuil supply of 
ammunition. Our diépateh gays there is but 
one way, and that is to disarm the Cueyennes. 
As to the movement of the large body of In- 
dians in camp on the north fork but little is 
known, as neither agenay, people, nor soldiers 
have felt that it would be safe to attempt to

Oman, Neb., June 28.—L, L. Smith, a promi- 
nent dry-goods merchant, left town this morn- 
ing, and many wild rumors are afloat. One is 
that he bas taken $100,000 with him. Smith 
came here last fall from Chicago and opened a 


‘retail dry-goods store on a modest scale, 


but soon doubled the. dapacity of the 
store and advertised extensively. His re- 
markably low prices, which were said 


by other merchants to be at cost, and frequent- 


ly below, attracted immense crowds, It was 
ruinous to other dealers. Every week for two 
or three months Smith has had free railroad 
excursions to his store from various points 
within a radius of 100 miles, and every Satur- 
day evening for a month or more he has had a 
brass band ‘concert. His store, in which he 
employed over fifty clerks, will be taken pos- 
session of tomorrow morning by a man named 
Cole, a stranger here, who has an assign- 
ment for the benefit of creditors. It is 
claimed that Smith's failure is for $150,000, 
and that he has carried away $100,000 
in cash with him to Canada. Creditors began 


arriving here: Saturday, and they intended to 
ciose on him tomorrow. He did a strictly cash 


business, and sold an immense lot of goods. 


converting his stock into money as fast as it 
was received. It is said that he came here from 
Chicago with $75,000, which he made on the 
Board of Trade. Before leaving be paid off his 
employés in full. His cashier and manager have 
also gone. Among Smith's Eastern creditors 
is the house of John V. Farwell & Co., of Chi- 
cago, which is said to be stuck for $25,900. 


CHICAGO CREDITORS. 

Yesterday's dispatches mentioned the fail- 
ure of L. L. Smith, an Omaha dry-goods deal- 
er, own a large sum to Chicago merchants, 
and hisdeparture from Omaha for parts un- 
known. Inquiries among bis Chicago creditors 
show that they do not think highly of him. 

“Do I know L. L. Smith of Omaha?” said 
Mr. James H. Walker of Walker & Co. “I 
should say so.-He came to us about a year ago 
and told us of his intention to open a large dry- 
goods store in Omaha.

This hope was dissipated 
when, yesterday forenoon, a committee 
of the men presented themselves at the 
central offices of the West Divis- 
ion Company with a communication 
in which it was simply set forth that certain 
men who had been discharged by the company 
had been sacked without apparent cause 
other than that they had been ringleaders in 
the protest of last week. The committee, ac 
cording to their own account, had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing their communication torn 
to shreds before their eyes by the sec 
retary of Mr. Lake, the Superintendent 
of the company. The report of this proceed- 
ing circulated with incredible rapidity among 
all the parties interested. At the office of the 
company, while the officers in charge disclaimed 
all knowledge of any actual trouble, there 
were abundant evidences on the outside that 
trouble was brewing. Every incoming driver 
and conductor appeared to have intuitive 
knowledge that something of importance was 


on the fire. . 
THE MEETING. 

Early in the evening there was a large meet- 
ing at Seamen’s Hall, at Randolph and Des- 
ploines streets. The meeting was prearranged, 
but no one anticipated such an outburst of 
feeling as that which actually occurred. Not 
only was the hall overcrowded, but the side- 
waiks in the entire block were blocked with a 
throng whose ever-increasing numbers betok- 
ened the interest in the movement.

The usual attempt is being made to stop the 
sale of fireworks, and, as usual, it will be par- 
tially successful. Policemen are watching for 
violations of the ordinance, and retailers have 
hit upon a scheme to avoia arrest. Most of 
them have on hand dummy samples, and take 
orders for goods. They do not handie crack- 
ers, rockets, etc., themselves, but send the 
orders to the manufacturers, who deliver them. 
The ordinance does not probibit the sale of fire- 
works in original packages, so the manufact- 
urers cannot be reached. Retailers who sell 
less than original packages will be prosecuted 
if they are caught, ag Chief of Police Doyle 
says he intends to do his best to enforce the 
ordinance. There are, however, 100,000 smail 
boys in Chicago and only 500 policemen, 
and H the former get possession of any 
fire-works they will doubtiess set them off. 
Indeed, altbough the Fourth is five days off 
the to o, the fire-cracker, and the cannon 
bave already been heard. If some arrests 
were made at once and a $5 or $10 fine imposed 
the news would soon spread over the city and 
pareutal influence would be exerted, since fine 
money comes out of their pockets. If a de- 
termined. effort were made to abate the 
nuisance hundreds of accidents to children 
and ail danger of fires from this cause would 
be averted. Portland, Me., was burned by 
fire-crackers, and the authorities there have 
suppressed fireworks. The authorities here 
can do the sameif they arrest 200 or 300 boys 
the Fourth and make au example of them. 

No one has been arrestea as yet under Chief 
of Police Doyle’s recent order relating to the 
celebration of the Fourth of July. The day 
squad of the city police bas devoted its efforts 
principally thus far to the enforcement of Sec.

Van Pelt 
informed, bim that a similar motion had been 
made last Monday, and that it bad been tabled 
on a motion by Commissioner Leyden.

The Committee on Hospitals reported recom- 
mending that the old building of the hospital 
be reinsured for $50,000 for five years, at the 
rate of $1.80 per $100.

The Committee on Public Service submitted 
twenty-two bids from .coal-dealers. For soft 
coal the bids range from $2.10 to $4.50 per ton, 
and for hard from $5.25 to $5.98 per ton. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public Service for 
a selection. This is an unusual proceeding, for 
when bids are opened in open board meeting 
the board. should go into Committee of the 
Whole and then declare the contract awarded. 

The joint Committee on Buildings and Chari- 
ties submitted a report favoring the letting of 
a contract for building a new wing to the In- 
firmary to William Harlev for $23,000. Com- 
missioners Wren and Senne denounced the 
scheme as “infamousiy extravagant 
under the circumstances, the coun- 
ty revenues being almost entirely wrecked.

The document, which was read, consists of 
resoiutions.. These refer to a proposition at a 
late meeting to lay the county’s financial affairs 
before a committee of Judges, citizens, and 
newspaper men, and then say that, in the face 
of the admitted crippled condition of the Treus- 
ury, an $80,000 contract was let at the last 
meeting without a reasonable excuse, and that 
another committee had recommended the 
letting of a contract for an unnecessary 
wing tothe Infirmary. In view of these facts 
the resoluuons suggested that the Committee on 
Finance refer to the proposed committee of cit- 
izens the questions, How can the County Board 
be kept from letting con ts to other than 
the lowest bidder? How can it be stopped from 
raising salaries illerwally? and How can it be 
stopped from letting contracts when the treas- 
ury is empty? 

This stirred up a general row, and Commis- 
sidners Van Pelt, Wassermann, Hannigan, and 
Lynu attempted to challenge the veracity of 
Commissioner Senne’s charges: Com mission- 
ers Van Pelt and Wassermann accused Senne 
of telling what be knew was not true when he 
accused the board of awarding contracts to 
favorit or riug bidders. Kiehm also 
showed an inclination to criticise Senne, but as 
soon as Senne got the floor he defended 
his resolution in a way that made ‘the 
gung wince.

CONDITION OF MEXICO. 

Our neighboring Republic of Mexico seems 
to be ina bad plight, both indastrially’ and 
financially. Te new President, Dias, able 
financier as he i reported to be, must ap- 
proach his duties with fear and trembling, | 
He has to begin his Administration with 
only half enough revenue to pay experises 
and under a heayy burden of debt which has 
come down to, him from his free-and-éeasy 
predécessor as @ legacy. England alone is a 
ereditér to the amount of $100,000,000. Her 
financial condition is such that with a deficit 
of $25,000,000 dt the beginning of the new 
fiscal year, and jyith the official estimates for 
the fiscal year 1888-86 of nearly $40,000, 000, 
she cannot meet current expenses nor any- 
thing like it. He is already cutting off all 
revenue chargesto the barest necessities of 
administration, dnd yet with these extreme 
measures of retrenchment it is doubtful 
whether he can meet the essential running 
expenses of the Government. One item 
alone in the estimates, that of over $12,000- 
000 for keeping up a larger army than this 
country maintafis with infinitly greater re- 
sources, shows the hopelesness of Mexican 
finances. 

In substance, Mexico is in the lowest depths 
of poverty, and there is good reason for it. 
She has a population vf about 10,000,000 
people, seattered.over an area of about 750,000 
square miles. A large portion of this land 
is high and dry table land and arid mount- 
Alus, and in reality an extension of our Col- 
orado, Utah, New Mexico, and Arizona— 
neither better nor worse. Along the Pacific 
and Gulf of Mexico coasts there are strips of 
low land more or less rich, but hot and un- 
healthy, where sugar, tobacco, and other 
tropical products may be grown, though the 
country is poofly developed. There are 
no navigable streams in Mexico except a few 
short ones along the coast. There is no coal 
that is workable, Traces of coal have been 
found, but not sufficient to pay for working. 
The forests have been mostly cut off for fuel 
for smelting silver-ore, and wood, therefore, 
is very scarce and dear in most of the up- 
land segions. With no coal, and very little 
forests, and hardly any available water 
power, Mexico cannot manufacture to ad- 
vantage. She is simply an agricultural 
State, and yet her agricultural meth- 
ods are of the poorest and crudest kind. 
In plowing, for instance, few of the 
people have made any advance beyond 
the bent stick which the ancient Egyptians 
used. It simply scratches the surface a lit- 
tle. ‘Their lands have never been cultivated 
in the American or European sense. The 
farming is of the most wretched description, 
raising only enough to subsist the popula- 
tion. The lands are owned by a few thou 
sand families in vast ranches, who mostly re- 
} side in the City of Mexico or abroad on the 
proceeds of them. The peons (Indians) who 
work the estates are miserably poor. On 
the low lands some coffee, vanilla, and ma- 


y

The Foreiza Office has 
telegraphed Lord Dufférin tor the fullest in- 
forma with regurd to the affair, and should 
it be proven that the Russian Officials are in 
any way implicated a vigorous remonstrafice 
will at once be made through the British rep- 
resentative at St. Petersburg. 

A Persian newspaper says that Russian 
agents are reported to be stirring a move- 
ment in Afghan-Turkestan to regain the inde- 
pendence of that country. The latest ad- 
vices say the Ameer was marching thither at 
the head of troops. 

No advices have been received at London 
from St. Petersburg or from the Indian Gov- 
ernment confirming the report that Isa Khan 
has risen against Abdallah Khan, although the 
Indian papers publish alarmist reports. 

[Abdullah Khan is the Governor of Khoondooz, 
the extreme northern province of Afghan-Turke- 
stan. The Town of Kitatia-i-bad is situated about 
sixty milés south of the River Oxus, which fiver 
separates it from the Russian-protected State of 
Bokhard. Khana+i-Bad was the headquarters of 
the present Ameer of Afghanistan before he was 
summoned to the throne, and there also took place 
the negotiations between the Ameer and the British 
officers. ]

THE REVOLT AGAINST REUTER’S. 


The rebellion of the London newspapers 
against Reuter’s News Agency, which was be- 
gun two or three weeks ago, has not yet been 
brought to agecisive issue. The Reuter Com- 
pany, it will be remembered, made the in- 
creased expenses to which it has been sub- 
jected dy reason Of thé Gampaighing in the 
Soudan and the difficulties in South Africa and 
remote Afghanistan the basis for demanding 
increased compensation fromthe great London 
journals for ite news service. This demand 
was not favorably received by the papers, who 
believed they were already paying for the 
service ali it was worth. The Times actively 
opposed ahy iidrease, and at once set about 
organizing concerted action on the part of the 
papers. A meeting of London newspaper 
proprietors owas called, and after a 
full disoussion of the situation it was decided 
to make a united stand against Reuter’s de- 
mand for increased pay. Rather than pay 
more they gave it to be understood they con- 
templated freeing themselves from taking 
Retiter’s news by establishing & news-gather- 
ing association of their own similar to the 
American Associated Press. It cannot be as- 
certained that any step has been taken since 
this meeting; but enough has trans pired to in- 
dicate that both parties will deliberate very 
cautiously before committing themselves to a 
policy which will lead to the inevitable rupture 
of the present relations. The prevalent belief 
among those Who are best inrormed is that 
some satisfactory compromise will be reached. 
It is Gon on one hand that Reu- 
ter's company cannot continue to live and 
flourish if the patronage of the great London 
dailies is I On the other hand, people who 
are in the condition to know maintain that 

? Het ot London nor the proy~- 
inees, wou! d it to their advantage or profit 
to attempt to dispense with Reutet. The cost 
of creating de nova a world service as com- 
plete and excellent as Reuter’s would admit- 
todly be muvh greater for the individual papers 
than their auaual dues to Reuter. It is ex- 
tremely unlikely that they will go to this great 
expense simply to overthrow him. The oroba- 
bility is that they will use their threat of co- 
Operation long enough to bring Reuter to 
terms, and when he has withdrawu or mate- 
rially reduced his demands for inerease, will 
abandon the scheme. 


BRITIGH GRAIN TRADE. 

The Mark Lane Hxpress, in its review of the 
British grain trade during the last week, says: 
There have been violent Gbanges of tempera- 
ture and cold winds bave prevailed. The 
wheat acreage is coveted with good crops. The 
cold weather has been detrimental to later 
sown crops. Foreign wheat is firmer. The 
Off-coast trade has been ou & small scale. Four 
cargoes arrived, five cargoes were sold, seven 
withdrawn, and six remained. Thirty-five 
catzoes are duc. The feeling in the market 
today was disappointing to sellers. More 
money Was asked for English wheat, but no 
advance was obtainable. There was limited 
inquiry for foreign descriptions. Flour vas 
difficult of sale. rn wis 8d. cheaper. There 
was nothing doing in barieys. Oats were dull. 
Beans and peas were unchanged.

EVENTS IN NEW YORK. 

WALI-PAPER MANUFACTURERS ENDEAVOR- 

ING TO CONTINUE THEIR POOL—DEATH 

FROM A CARBUNCLE—GENERAL GOSSIP. 

New York, June 29.—[Speelal.— The agree- 
ment under which the twenty-one members of 
the American Wali Paper Association have been 
working during the last year ex by limita 
tion at noon tomorrow. Today at Delmotico’s 
the members met to renew, if possible, their 
agreement for another year. With the thirteen 
members Of the pool proper met members of 
three firms who have asked to join in the ar- 
rangement under which there is a pooling of 


Brooklyn manufacturers, and one is a Phila- 
delphia firm. The meeting is reported to 
have been harmonious, and, though 
no definit ‘arrangements were perfected 
minor details were so far arranged that but 
one thing now remains to insure a continuance 
of the pool for another year. That is the agree- 
ment of the associate members to be guided by 
the rules of the virtually newly-formed pool. 
If the associate members can perfect arrange- 
ments to work with the pooled members of the 
association the association will cdntifiue m ex- 
istence until June 30, 1886. In the meantime 
all members of the associadon pool and assovi- 
ates will work under the old agreement, and the 
expected War of prices among manufacturers 
will de deferred until the answer of the asso 
ciate members is feceived. The new associa- 
tion, if formed, will number at least twenty- 


three instead of twenty-one firms as now, and 


may possibly include twenty-five members. 

B. J. Hart, a lifelong resident of this city, 
Was found dead in bed at Heart’s-ease, his 
summer residence on Storm King Mountain, 
yesterday morning.

Lewis G. Clark, who professes, with appar- 
ent truthfulness, to be the original from whom 
the character of George Harris in Uncie 
Tom's Cabin was drawn by Mrs. Stowe, lect- 
ured to a small audience of colored people last 
night at Quinn’s Chapel on Fourth avenue. 
Mr. Clark is a venerable and white-haired ne- 
gro. When Warmed up to his subject he 
speaks in a very graphic and picturesque fash- 
jon, bringe vividly before the eyes of his 
hearers, as he did betore those of Mrs. Stowe, 
He spenta 
good deal of time in a preliminary discourse 
upon the evils of drinking liquor, and even tea 
or coffee. From bis narrative it appears he

CIVIL-SERVICE Wers. 

H. F. Donovan cf the local board 
of Civil-Service Examiners yesterday received 
a commuaication from the Ciyil-Service Com- 
mission at Washmgton explaining the con- 
ditions under which a person chosen to fill a 
position may deciine the same and still remain 
eligible to another. This, they say. may be 
done if the refusal be made by reason of sick- 


ness or other compelling cause, but under no- 


circumstances when the position is refused 
simply because the pay is small or the work too 
hard. 

The commission also authorized Donovan to 
appoint an Assistant-Secretary to the commis- 
sion, who must be chosen from the Post-Office 
employés and can receive no pay tor his serv- 
ices to the commission, his: work on the com- 
mission being deemed a part of those rendered 
the Post-Office Department. 

Donovan also received formal notice of the 
examinations to be beid July 8 and 9. They 
‘suggest that the examination for carriers be 
held first that is, July 8—because this examina- 
tion is shorter and the class smalier than the 
other. The couimission directs that no ap- 
plication for examination be received later 
than July 6. Commissioner Gregory will be 
present. The communication also states that
